Daffodils thrive in any good, well- 
drained garden soil. Deep soil prepa- 
ration is necessary for best results 
and we recommend working in bone 
meal or compost 16 to 18 inches be- 
low the surface. No fertilizer of any 
hind should come in direct contact 
with the bulbs. The adjoining chart 
shows the planting depth, time of 
planting, and blooming period for 
Daffodils. Soak the ground thor- 
oughly after planting and keep soil 
moist until rains begin.

When blooms are gone, 
cut off flower stalks, leaving as much foliage 
as possible. Do not lift bulbs until foliage is 
entirely brown.
